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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Faller's  Superior  proposes  to  establish  a licensed  wrecking 
facility,  approximately  1.34  acres  in  size,  east  of  Superior,  Montana 
(Section  35,  T17N,  R26V7) . 

Mineral  County  officials  reviewed  the  proposal  and  indicated  it  was 
in  accordance  with  local  government  zoning  and  ordinances. 

State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view, 
which  is  a point  six-feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road.  The 
property  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  a public  road,  on  the  south  by 
commercial  and  residential  buildings  and  open  fields  on  the  east  and 
north. 

The  proposed  wrecking  yard  will  be  fenced  on  all  four  sides. 
However,  under  the  applicant's  proposed  screening  plan,  the  north  half 
of  the  facility  could  be  visible  from  Interstate  90,  located  south  of 
the  yard,  and  a frontage  road  south  of  the  Interstate.  If  this  occurs, 
the  state  will  require  the  owner  to  construct  a secondary  or  "drift" 
fence  through  the  yard  to  screen  vehicles  in  the  facility.  Otherwise, 
higher  perimeter  fence  heights  may  be  necessary.  In  any  event,  no 
license  will  be  issued  until  or  unless  the  proposed  facility  is  properly 
shielded  from  public  view  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  Rule 
16.14.202  ARM.
